The Archibald Memorial 
Home 

(By L. E. Jones) 

The Board of Directors of the 
Home held two emergency meet¬ 
ings during the past month. They 
were made necessary because Mr. 
Weese asked to be permitted to re¬ 
sign his position as Superintendent 
of the Home because of his wife’s 
health. The first meeting was held, 
at the Home during the Annual 
Picnic on Aug. 3rd. However, ow¬ 
ing to lack of time not much was 
accomplished at this meeting. Mr. 
Weese agreed to remain at the 
Home for two weeks while the 
Board looked around to see what 
could be done. Miss Eva McKay, 
of Indianapolis, was hired to help 
Mrs. Weese during the two weeks. 

A second meeting was held at 
the home of Game! Walker in An¬ 
derson on Sunday, Aug. I7ith. The 
resignation of Mr. Weese was again 
put before the Board. The Board 
accepted Mr. Weese’s resignation 
with regret, but it was felt Mr. and 
Mrs. Weese should not be forced 
to serve at the Home if her health 
was endangered. The Board tried 
to arrive at some other solution, 
but it was impossible because cer¬ 
tain welfare rules provide that the 
Wife of the Superintendent shall 
be the matron. 

During the two weeks since the 
meeting at the Home, the Board 
had put out a number of feelers in 
an effort to get a satisfactory re¬ 
placement for Mr. Weese. Only 
two applications were received for 
the job. They were from a hear¬ 
ing couple of Anderson and Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph Miller. After 
thoroughly investigating both ap¬ 
plications, it was, decided to accept 
Mr. Miller’s application because the 
Board felt he was much better 
qualified, having served eight years 
in the same position prior to Mr 
Weese. In addition, it was found 
the hearing couple were not fam¬ 
iliar with the sign language and 
the Board felt this would make it 
difficult to give the old people 
proper care. After considering all 
points, the Board voted unani¬ 
mously to engage Joseph Miller as 
Superintendent and Mrs. Miller as 
Matron of the Home starting Sept. 
1st. 

The Board voted to admit Mrs. 
Mary Mattox, of Indianapolis, to 
the Home as soon as room can be 
prepared for her. 

At the Anderson meeting each 
member of the Board was present¬ 
ed with an honorary membership 
in the Anderson Deaf Club. This 
little gift was very much appre¬ 
ciated and the members of the 
Board wish to extend their thank: 
to the officers and members of the

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Editorial— 

Elsewhere in this issue is an ar- 
tide by Lebert Jones, secretary of 
the Board of Directors of the 
Archibald Memorial Home. In his 
article Mr. Jones has told of the 
action taken by the Board in two 
meetings to fill the vacancy in the 
Home created by the resignation 
of the recent superintendent. Mr. 
Jones has, we believe, stated the 
matter clearly. The problem before 
the board was that of filling a va¬ 
cancy, this problem the Board met 
and solved in the best way it could. 

We know that there are those 
who will not like the choice of the 
Board. To such people we have 
only one answer, did you do some¬ 
thing to help the Board satisfy 
your wishes? The Board acted In 
the only way possible to keep the 
Home open. Keeping the Home 
open to care for the people there 
is the duty of the Board. This duty 
does not apply only to the people 
there to dog, it is a duty of the 
Board to every deaf person in In¬ 
diana since we all may need to 
live there some day. The Home is 
still open today. It will remain 
open as a haven to the aged deaf 
of Indiana only as long as the 
Home and the Board is given sup¬ 
port by the deaf of Indiana. Your 
support is not needed only at cer¬ 
tain times, it is needed all the 
time.' The Home does not need 


partial support, it needs full sup¬ 
port. If you do not like the way 
things are done by the Board you 
have the right to attend the An¬ 
nual meeting and voting for the 
persons you think will serve on 
;he Board in the way you think is 
right. So, get in and do your 
share, some day you may want to 
live in the Home, and it will be 
what you let it be now. 

Another factor that helped the 
Board to make its decision was a 
petition signed by approximately 
33 businessmen ol Brookston. This 
petition set forth that the people 
who signed understood that there 
was a vacancy in the position of 
Superintendent of the Home and 
therefore they requested that the 
Board appoint Mr. Miller to fill the 
position. The petition further 
: bated that they believed that Mr. 
Miller had previously filled the 
position in an efficient and honest 
manner. 

Over in Pennsylvania there is 
a group known as the Pennsylvania 
Society for the Advancement of 
the Deaf. This group is in Penn¬ 
sylvania what the I. A. D. is in 
Indiana. The P. S. A D. has charge 
of the Home for the Aged Deaf 
in Pennsylvania. Just how will 
this Home in in Pennsylvania we 
do not know, but we do know that 
the P. S. A. D. has $400,000.00, this 
we think speaks loudly enough. 
We know that when a deaf person 
in Pennsylvania joins deaf club 
he also joins the P. S. A. D. In 
a great number of continuously 
active members there is power and 
money with which to get things 
done. We wonder why the I. A. D. 
doesn’t have something similar. 
We would like to see the I. A. D. 
an active organization, can’t we 
do something about it?
